SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Turner: ; 


I wish to present here my fifteenth annual report of the 
condition of the school system in the Town of Turner as 
required by law. 

The attendance this year has dropped about ten per cent. 
If work conditions continue in preparedness we may expect 
still further declines in our school attendance. Families must 
reside near their work, which means that they will leave their 
homes here for the duration of employment. The reverse 
will obtain when work becomes scarce and me way expect an 
increase such as was experienced during the early 1930's.

REPORT OF THE RED CROSS COUNTY SCHOOL 
NURSE FOR TURNER, MAY 31, 1940 
Three Red Cross Health Days for the school children of 
Turner were held May 20, 21, and 22, 1940. All the children 
had their teeth examined by the Red Cross Dental Hygien- 
ist, Mrs. Janet T. Tuttle; and were inspected by the County 
School Nurse, Miss Gwendolyn Hardy, R. N. 
5 schools were visited. 
212 children were inspected by the nurse; examined 
by the dental hygienist; and weighed and meas- 
ured. 
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‘The following conditions were found: 
156 children needed dental treatment. 
60 children had throat defects. 

17 children had enlarged glands. 

3 children had defective skin conditions and were 
referred to their family physicians for diagnosis 
and treatment. 

31 children were underweight. 
41 children were free from obvious defects. 
216 notices were sent to parents or guardians regard- 
ing the defects of their children. 

1 application was made referring a child to the diag- 
nostic and consultation clinic of the Crippled Chil-: 
dren’s Program held under the Bureau of Health. 

94 children were given special individual attention 
regarding corrective treatment of posture, and 
physical development. . 

61 home visits were made to render assistance in cor- 
recting the individual defective condition. 


Several of the children had their dental certificates 
showing that all dental corrections had been made recently. 
There were a few others, who had dental appointments, 
and several were given appointments for extractions at 
the Red Cross Dental Clinic. : 


It is regretted that there are so many children suffering 
from defective conditions of the teeth and throat because 
the family budgets are not adequate to provide for their 
treatment. 


Two children have been benefitted by much needed ex- 
tractions, provided through the Red Cross Dental Clinic in 
Lewiston. | 


Our sincere thanks are extended to the volunteer help- 


ers; to Mr. I. M. Hodges, Superintendent of Schools, who 
arranged and planned the health inspection; to Miss Annie 
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Bradford, the Turner Red Cross Branch Chairman, who 
assisted with weighing the children; to the selectmen; to 
the teachers, parents, and, also, the school children who 
have helped in the program for maintaining better health.

Beginning in the Fall of 1940, it was decided to plan a 
hot lunch program in most of the schools. Various meth- 
ods are employed in the planning and the serving of these 
noon lunches. 

Federal Surplus Commodities being available to the 
schools, application was made and during the year thus far 
a considerable amount of supplies have been received. A 
few figures on the scope of this work may be of interest at 
this time. 

One hundred pupils are bringing their lunches to school 
and are receiving a warm noon meal. The following goods 
have been received for noon lunch from the Surplus Com- 
modities : 

520 pounds oranges (about 130 dozen) 
162 pounds rice 

460 pounds of eggs (230 dozens) 

312 pounds evaporated milk. (312 1 fb cans)

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We have been quite free of sickness in our schools dur- 
ing the first part of the year and I have no doubt but that 
the nourishment provided by the noon lunch has had 
much influence upon attendance. 

During the past year, two adoptions have been made 
in books. The first grade has been completely equipped 
with the New Scott-Foresman system of Basal Readers. 
This series is supposed to be one of the most advanced 
reading systems on the market. During the coming year 
the second, third and fourth grades will be supplied with 
these new books. The new Geographies for the upper 
grades are the Atwood-Thomas Series and have a high rat- 
ing among school people. : 

In closing the report I wish to thank all for their co- . 
operation and assistance. Your complaints will be promptly 
and carefully investigated. Suitable action will be taken 
for these are your schools and it is our desire that they may 
be the best that our funds permit.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF LEAVITT 
INSTITUTE 
To the Trustees of Leavitt Institute, 
Gentlemen : 


The report of the principal of Leavitt Institute for the 
year ending February 1, 1941 is here submitted. 

The total enrollment for the present school year is 130 
students. Of this number 84 came from Turner. The en- 
rollment by classes is as follows: Freshmen 45, Sophomore 
25, Juniors 30, Seniors 28 and two are special students. In 
our special courses we have a total enrollment as follows: 
Agriculture 29, home economics 43, and 67 are taking some 
work in the commercial department. The 46 tuition stu- 
dents come from homes distributed over a large area. There 
are from Criehaven 3, North East Carry 3, Livermore 18, 
Greene 3, Minot 4, Sumner 1, Hartford 1, Leeds 8, Poland 
2, and Peru 3. In the dormitory were have 9 girls, 8 boys, 
including Mrs. Bray’s two sons, 3 teachers and Mrs. Bray 
which makes a total of 21 persons including Mrs. Bray. 
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During the year about the usual amount was spent on 
general repairs on the dormitory and Institute buildings. In 
the gymnasium all the upper windows and the lower ones 
on the south end were sheathed over on the inside and new 
protecting frames were placed on the other windows. This 
has been a very definite improvement both in appearance 
and in heating conditions. Also a new electric water system 
connecting up with the well on the back side of the building 
near the river has been installed. We hope to make other 
small improvements each year until we have a more usable 
building. | 

_ The discarded grade school building which was donat- 
ed to the Institute by the town was, during the summer, 
moved to a site near the old shop at a cost of $290. This 
building, together with some new equipment which has 
been installed, has given a much improved shop. 


An evening course in automotive and welding work 
has been established for out-of-school boys between the 
ages of 17 and 25. This course is conducted by Harold 
Murray at his shop at Turner village, under the supervision 
of Mr. Fraser. The expense is borne entirely by the Fed- 
eral government. Seventeen boys are enrolled in the course. 


Because of his very serious illness, the Institute was 
deprived for several weeks of the services of Mr. Fraser. 
We are glad to report that he has made a remarkable re- 
covery and is now back on the job. During his absence the 
work in agriculture and coaching was ably carried on by 
Roland Wilkins of North Jay. Mr. Wilkins has been re- 
tained to carry on the coaching work until Mr. Fraser is 
able to take it over again, which will probably be around 
March Ist. 


With more and more work available for young men 
and with the 1941 graduating class in the grades cut to 
about one-half it seems reasonable to anticipate a definite 
reduction in the enrollment for next year. 
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With money made available through the N. Y. A. a 
complete rechecking and relisting of all library books has 
been going on during the present year. Agnes Hopkins, 
of our senior class, has been doing the work under the 
supervision of Mrs. Smith. 

The New England College Certificate Board has again 
renewed for four years our membership in that organiza- 
tion. No reports of failures of certified Freshmen attending 
colleges on this board have been received during the past 
year.

We have a gold mine of ancient Vital Statistics but up 
to this work which was started over 15 years ago they ~ 
were not readily available.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


TURNER PUBLIC LIBRARY 


On Jan. 15, 1941 the Public Library completed two 
years of service to the citizens of Turner and records prove 
that this service has been invaluable. 


To date 140 borrower’s cards have been sold and - 
12,913 books have been loaned to readers besides those 
loaned at West Turner and to the schools—for which no 
records are kept at the library. 

About 200 books for children, a gift from Albert 
Field Gilmore, are loaned only in the schools in order that 
every pupil in town may have equal opportunity to enjoy 
them. 

The town appropriation of $200, given in 1939, which 
could be used only for the purchase of books, has been 
spent. A charge of $.25 a year for a borrower’s card and 
fines for keeping books overtime constitute the only source 
of income. 

All workers serve without remuneration but such ex- 
penses as fuel, lights, and other indispensables must be 
met. The total income for 1940 was $30 which allows 
little for the purchase of books or other much needed sup- 
plies.

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Report of Public Health Nursing 
1940 


A total of 18 days were spent in Turner during 1940. 
During this time 45 families were carried on the nursing 
service. 

Fight patients were seen during their prenatal period. 
Medical supervision was urged for those patients who were 
not under medical care. Literature and advice, approved 
by their physicians, was given to those already under med- 
ical care. Plans were made with some for their confine- 
ment period. Ten mothers were seen shortly after the birth 
of their babies. Medical check-up for themselves and their 
baby was urged. | 

During the year visits were made to 30 infants and 41 
pre-school children. Some received one visit, the majority 
received several visits. Medical supervision, immunization 
against diphtheria, vaccination against smallpox, and the 
control of communicable disease were especially em- 
phasized. Advice about rest, play, emotional and habit 
forming problems was given to the mothers. 

In the summer months, in cooperation with the local 
Farm Bureau, 2 Well Child Conferences were held. One 
was in the Village and one at the Center. There was a 
total of 35 children seen at these Conferences. All were 
examined by the attending physician. It is only through 
cooperation, as was shown by this group, that the Bureau 
of Health can give the most to a community. The Home 
Demonstration Agent at these Conferences interviewed the 
mothers and gave nutritional advice in keeping with the 
physician’s findings. 

There is a fine spirit of cooperation and suggestions 
have been carefully carried out.
